The court charged 
the jury that it was incumbent on ihc 
defendant to show by a preponderance 
of evidence that he had the mental dis 
eaie and that ho drank the liquor and 
became intovieated beciuse of sucl 
disease and that the killing was tho rc- 
oult of the disease and tho drinking 
of the liquor in consequence thereof, 
to such an extent that he did not know 
what ho was doing when ho killed the 
deceased, and the defendant cxceptod^

UNITED STATES 
APPLE CROP 


The commercial apple crop of the 


United States approximates 33,000,000 
barrels, a considerable gain over last 
year's phenomenally short yield, but 
very much less than in some recent 
years. The sections which have suf- 
fered most include parts of New Eng- 
land, New York and all of Wisconsin, i 
parts of Michigan and all the southwest. 
The great Mississippi basin has turned 
off a good deal of fruit as a whole, bnt 
much of it is deficient in keeping quali- 
ties. The drought seriously 
affected 


Michigan apples.and in the Ohio v«lley 
fruit dropped badly. 


A moderate surplus of merchantable 


apples is found in the middle states, ac 
cording to the New England Homestead 
report. 
New York and possibly Penn- 


sylvania and Connecticut seem to be 
about the only st\tes which did not go 
backward during September ard in the 
aggregate are harvesting liberal quanti- 
ties of splendid apples. 
New York's 


crop, ai a \\hole, is less than half as 
much as the phenomenal yield of '96, 
but is much, better in quality, with a 
small proportion going to waste. The 
supply of prime apples harvested in 
Ontario will be exceedingly small. Nova 
Scotia has a splendid crop. Tne for- 
eign market should take about the us 
ual proportions of American and Cana- 
dian apples, dependent however, upon 
the prices and quality of fruit.

PBOTOCOLJIUWI OP 


RUSSIA 
WILL 
ARBITRATE 


BEHRING SEA CLAIMS. 


Damages Asked For by The Ameri- 


cans Aggregate About $150,000— 
Protocol Prepared in St. Petersburg 
By American Ambassador And Rur> 
•ian Foreign Office. 


London, Oct. 25.—Russia has at last 


agreed to arbitrate with the United 
States the claims resulting from the 
seizure of sealers In the Bering Sea, 
which have been pending for about 
eight years. A protocol between the 
two governments has been drawn up, 
the linal formalities are expected to 
be concluded next month, and the ar- 
bitration will propably take the form 
of the Venezuelan Court. 


Russia's agreement is a source of 


great satisfaction to the United States 
Ambassador to Russia, Mr. Charle- 
niagno Tower, who is stopping in Lon- 
don on his way to St Petersburg. He 
*>ays: 


"The relations between Russia and 


the United States were never more 
close or friendly than to-day. 
The 


only difference existing between the 
two nations is now sure of settlement 
on lines similar to the Venezuelan ar- 
bitration. I return to St. Petersburg 
on Saturday and the finishing touches 
will then be put upon the agreement." 


Mr. Towen was asked regarding the 


frequent publication in British news- 
papers of the rumor that Russia in- 
tends (o take advantage of the Trans- 
vaal war by aggression upon British 
territory. He said: 


"Naturally, it is impossible for me 


to speak of: Russia's policy toward 
Great Britain, even if I knew any- 
thing. But 1 can say most emphatic- 
ally that Russia's attitude toward the 
United States is not prejudiced by our 
friendship for Great Britain." 


What The Claims Are. 


Washington, O<-(. 2f>.—Tho claims 


referred to in the above dispatch 
originated in. the seizmo by the Rus- 
sian authorities off the coast of Si- 
beria of three American scaling ves- 
sels and the damages claimed aggre- 
gate about $150,000. The vessels were 
the James Hamilton Lewis, the Cape 
Horn Pigeon and the C. H. White. In 
each case the largest iicm of the 
claim is on account of the sufferings 
o)' the American officers and crew 
whilo under anest. 
The claims differ from those pre- 


sented by British sealers, which weic 
sell led by the Boring Sea arbitration, 
In that while the British vessels were 
seized by the American revenue cut- 
ters on what the arbitration declared 
to be the high seas the Russian men- 
of-war seized these American sealers 
within seven miles of the Asiatic 
roast. It is a matter of interest that 
for the first time the Russian Govern- 
ment contends that marine jurisdic- 
tion of a country extends at least this 
distance from the shore lino, instead 
of being lirnited to :i marine league, 
aa laid down by the older writers on 
international law. The league was 
fixed originally because it represented 
the extreme distance from shore that 
a shot could b»> thrown by one of the 
old canjion used in coast defense and 
the Russians hold that the limit 
should he extended to correspond to 
the increased range of modern ord- 
nance. 
The protocol through which the ar- 


bitration was arranged 'was prepared 
in St. Petersburg by Ambassador 
Tower and the Russian Foreign Office. 


It was agreed by both parties that 


there should be but one arbitrator, 
•and the person selected for that post 
is Dr. Asser, a celebrated Dutch jurist, 
who took a prominent part in Tho 
Hague conference. 
The case will be 


submitted to him as soon as the pa- 
pers can be prepared at the State De- 
partment.

Apparently Nothing Can Be Done For 


"Joe The Turk." 


Washington, Oct. 25.—While the 


State Department has taken notice of 
the complaint of the Salvation Army 
respecting the ejectment from Turkey 
of one ot the members of that organi- 
zation known as ".loo the Turk,"other- 
wise Joseph Garabed, there is nothing 
in the statement of the case so far 
that warrants the belief that our con- 
sular officcis have been at faitlt. 


An inquiry has been instituted to 


ascertain all of the facts, and to see 
whether there is anything exceptional 
in Garabed's case; but, if the facts 
are as stated, it, is the opinion that a 
protest will be unavailing. The Turk- 
ish Government absolutely refuses to 
recognize the right of a subject to ex- 
patriate himself, and formerly these 
returned Armenians were subjected 
to harsh treatment. The result of 
our representations was that the Turk- 
ish Government agreed to limit its ac- 
tion m the case of these returned Ar- 
menians to expulsion from Turkey. If 
Garabed was expelled without harsh 
treatment, and only such imprison- 
ment as was necessary to prevent his 
escape, it would be difficult to estab- 
lish a claim on that score against the 
Turkish Government.

The Situation Summed Up. 


London, Oct. 23.—In the House of 


Commons 
Tuesday 
afternoon 
Mr. 


Wyndham, Parliamentary Secretary 
of State for War, read Gen. Lord Wol- 
seley's summing up oi the situation in 
Natal. 
Gen Yule has fallen back in order 


to effect a junction with Gen. White. 
He camped Monday night eighteen 
miles south ot Dundee without seeing 
anything of the enemy. He has since 
reported all well on the Waschbank 
ri ver. 
Gen 
White has again fought suc- 


cessfully a force of Orange Free State 
troops on the road from Ladysmith to 
Newcastle 
He should join Gen. Yule 


at once 
Mr. Wyndham read a cahle despatch 


from Gen. Sir Frederick Forestier- 
Walker, the present commander of 
tho British forces in South Africa, 
confirming the report that Kimberley 
was still safe. 


Mr. Wyndham also announced that 


Sir William MacCormac, President of 
the Royal College of Surgeons and 
Surgeon in Ordinary to the Prince of 
Wales, had volunteered to go to South 
Africa to assist the medical depart- 
ment during the war. 


Sir William MacCormac's offer was 


accepted. 
The House voted, 237 to 25, to raise 


£8,000,000 by the issuance of Treas- 
ury bills. 
It also authorized the payment of 


£10,000.000 fioni 
the 
Consolidated 


Fund. The vote on this proposal was 
255 to 23. 


Gen. Yule reports that his wounded 


arc doing well. The wounded Boers 
are being treated the same as the 
British soldiers. Gen. Yule says he 
has no doubt the Boers will treat the 
•wounded British prisoners equally as 
well. 


Says British Were Beaten. 


Paris, Oct. 25.—The Temps's Lon- 


don correspondent says he has inside 
information that the War Office has 
learned that the British were beaten 
in the second action at Glencoe 
He 


says- 
"They sustained such losses 
that the War .Office wishes to await 
ucws of. another favorable engage- 
ment before announcing them " 
The Figaro says the Boers were 


badly inspired when they declared 
war. It would have been better to 
grant the concessions asked, since the 
issue of the war was inevitable. The 
universal impression is that the war 
will not last long. The Figaro does 
not fear foreign intervention Ger- 
many, it says, is occupied with her 
own affairs, and France is busy with 
the coming Exposition. 


Situation is Alarming. 


London, Oct. 25.—Military authori- 


ties and the public in genera! are to- 
day much alarmed over the situation 
in South Africa. 
It is evident to the 


veriest tyro that the English are not 
carrying everything before them, as 
had been expected. Official dispatches 
it is feared, do not represent the con' 
dition of affairs accurately. 
When 


they are read between the lines they 
indicate that the Boers, although dri- 
ven-off twice from Glencoe, still have 
the town beseiged. The burghers, un- 
der President Kruger and Command- 
ant-General Joubert, it is admitted, 
have overwhelmed Dundee and com- 
pelled its abandonment. 
The British 


have retreated to Glencoe. This state- 
ment receives added light from the 
confession of Lord Wolseley in Parlia- 
ment that the British wounded were 
left in Dundee. 
Glencoe is now sur- 


rounded by tbe Boers in force. Noth- 
ing ia heard from there except the of- 
ficial reports. It is believed that mili- 
tary censors have stopped all inde- 
pendent despatches 
since 
Sunday 


morning, fearing to cause unnecessary 
alarm in England. Evidently opera- 
tions of the highest importance are 
taking place.

Most of tbe plain meerschaum pipes 


sold nowadays are of practically the 
same styles as briar pipes, and finished 
and mounted in the same manner. Ot 
the once familiar 
meerschaum, that 


was substantially a meerschaum bowl 
with a short upturned stem part, into 
which a weichsel 
stempiece was in- 


serted, comparatively 
few are now 


sold. Many of the meerschaum pipeg 
of to-day are ot* the bull-dog patter i, 
and many are made likewise straight- 
stemmed, but with bowls in various 
rounded forms; and there are briar- 
shaped pipes with droop stems. Tha 
mountings are silver or gold bands, or 
ferrules, around the stem part, where 
the pit or mouthpiece is attached, and, 
on some pipes, a mounting around the 
top of the bowl. In these pipe mount- 
ings those produced b> Americans ex- 
cel all others in suitability and de- 
sign. With their production in mod- 
ern styles and in fwrms adapting them 
to the 
most 
convenient and 
ad- 


vantageous use has come an increased 
demand for pipes of meerschaum. 


Such are the pipes usually bought hy 


the American or Englishman, who, if 
he smokes a 
meerschaum wants a 


stout, stocky, serviceable pipe. There 
are sold, however, some meerschaums 
that are modelled more on clay pipe 
lines, with the stein part and mouth- 
piece little if any longer but very much 
slenderer and lighter than those parts 
of the pipes more commonly sold. But 
wnile the American and the English- 
man prefer generally when they buy 
a meerschaum a good solid pipe, the 
Frenchman who smokes a meerschaum 
wants a long and slender pipe, as also 
does the 
Italian. The 
plain meer- 


schaum pipe made for the French or 
Italian smoker is in design substan- 
tially like a clay pipe; with a bowl 
of the same general shape, though of 
finer lines, and with the same long, 
slender stem. But made of such a ma- 
terial as meerschaum and beautifully 
finished, and with a long, slender, deli- 
cate mouthpiece of amber, there is no 
danger of the pipe being mistaken for 
a clay pipe. Simple, and at the same 
time quaint, as such pipes may at first 
appear to one unaccustomed to them, 
they may easily be objects of beauty, 
as was certainly, in an especial de- 
gree, one seen in a shop where many 
such pipes 
were 
displayed. It was 


finished in all hut the polishing; was 
about a foot in length. Including the 
delicate amber 
mouthpiece, which 


would measure perhaps four inches, 
and the meerschauTi was of a smooth 
and milky whiten- -a, while the long, 
slender amber mou'hpieee was of light 
yellow, clouded with white. 


Such pipes are made with the howls 


placed at different angles, as is the 
case with the clay pipes, and the bowls 
are made rather 
thin 
walled than 


otherwise, in keeping with the general 
character of the pipe. These slender 
meerschaum pipes are made, some of 
them, with the stem fashioned to pres- 
sent a twist in appearance, but most 
of them are 
made 
with the 
stem 


straight and smooth. They are made, 
including the amber bit or mouthpiece, 
In vaiious lengths, the price of the 
pipe depending on tbe length, and as 
with other meerschaums on the qual- 
ity. Such pipes have been made thir- 
ty-six inches in length. Pipes of from 
eight to twelve in:hes in length are 
th° pipes of this kind most commonly 
sold.

Color Printing. 


Whatever may be the drawbacks, 


artistically, to tho much-heralded color- 
printing machine invented by Ivan Or- 
ion", a Russian engineer, and now used 
by this goMirnmeut for turning out its 
paper niom-y, it seems to admit—a 
Ions-felt desideratum—of the colors be- 
inp: nil put on at one time. The blocks 
which take the different colors are fix- 
oil to a large cylinder, each block re- 
ceivlni? tho supply of colored ink in- 
tended for it. and, as the cylinder re- 
volves, the ink on enoh block is trans- 
ferred to a composition roller very sim- 
ilar to an ordinary inking roller. After 
the colors, each in its proper position 
are transferred to the roller, an en- 
srrtued block or form follows and re- 
ceives a perfect impression from the 
composition roller, and, thus impress- 
ed, the form passes on aud comes in 
contact with the paper on the impres- 
sion cylinder, wher it prints all the 
colors at one operation. It takes only 
one revolution of the cylinder to effect 
the whole of these various transfers, 
and the number of colors that can be 
iihed is limited by the number of block* 
and the size of the machine.

Railroad Ties. 


A fact of some interest in railroad 


construction is the great diversity in 
the number of tics used to a mile on 
different lines, as well as in tlie size 
and quality of timber. Thus, accord- 
ing to the construction details of the 
Xew York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railway, the number of ties used on 
that line is 2,800 to the mile, three- 
quarters of these being chestnut and 
one-quarter oak, while some roads use 
2,000 only, or 2,f»00 to the mile. More 
than Of) per cent, of the ties are cut 
eight feet long, 12 per cent, nine feet, 
and the rest eight and one-half feet 
long. The nine-feet tics? are used chief- 
ly by the Southern and Gulf group of 
railroads, where pine timber is very 
abundant and cheap. The New Eng- 
land roads have their ties, cut from 
five to six inches In thickness, while 
the Southern roads seem to prefer 
seven-inch ties; the width of the ties 
likewise vaiies from five to six inches 
in New England to eight inches in the 
Central Northern and Southern roads.

Idaho takes the lead as a desirable 


place of residence for women who want 
husbands, that State having 1,000 per 
cent, more bachelors than spinsters. 
The exact figures are 16,584 single men, 
against 1,426 single women, 20 years 
old and upward. 
Wyoming is a close 


second, with an excess of 993 per cent., 
the figures being 16,183 bachelors, 
against 1,487 maidens.

A new and efficient wool-scouring 


matenal, known as lavolan, has been 
brought to notice in Adelaide, South 
Australia, a trial of which has been 
made lately in that city, under the in- 
spection of a large company of per- 
sons interested in the wool industry. 
According to what is set forth by the- 
inventors, the process as affected by 
the material in question is cheaper and 
quicker than anvthiog yet resorted to, 
th'e statement being that wool can thus 
be treated in from ton to fifteen sec- 
onds, satisfactorily, while the cost, as 
far as tho solution is concerned, does 
not exceed two and one-quarter pence 
per bale. As reported by experts, the 
wool is not in any way injured by tho 
new appliance, the locks under treat- 
ment being the worst that could b« 
selected. The lavolan Is stated to be 
fully as> effective in cold water as in 
warm, requiring but a little more time, 
nor is there any spoiling of tha wool 
by a stoppage, even though left in the 
solution for a day.
